He is allowed two and an half per cent. on the ſum which may 
be diſburſed by him for fickneſs and other extraordinary expences. 


He is likewiſe paid a yearly falary of one hundred pounds, for in- 
ſtructing the boys in reading, writing, and arithmetic. He muſt be 
a member of the Church of England. A clergyman has a ſtipend of 
ten pounds per annum for teaching them that catechiſm. This he en- 
joys for life. The boys are admitted from the age of ſeven to ten, 


and remain ſcholars ſeven years from the time of their admiſſion. At 
the ſeven years end, they are apprenticed out to maſters, who are 
members of the Church of England, with a fee of ten pounds. But,

"THIS ſchool was founded in the beginning of the ſixteenth century 
by the executors of Robert Thorne, purſuant to his Will, for the in- 
ſtruction of the ſons of Freemen of Briſtol, in Latin and Greek. The 
number of ſcholars is not limited, neither is the time preſcribed reſpect- 
ing their continuance. The Freemen have a right to ſend their ſons, 
as day ſcholars, gratis, to be inſtructed there. 

Sir Thomas White, Alderman and Merchant Taylot; of London 


who founded St. John's College in Oxford in 155 5, allowed two, fel- : 


lowſhips in that college to this city, worth thirty pounds a year each. 
And accordingly, that college receives two qualified boys from this 
ſchool, who are nominated for thoſe fellowſhips dy the corporation of 
Briſtol, And, beſides theſe two fellowſhips, this ſchool has the five 
following exhibitions ſettled on Ws VIZ.

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Peter- Street. Sr. PETERS HOSPITAL. _ 
_ THIS building was purchaſed in 1697 by the corporation of the 
poor of the city of Briſtol, inſtituted the year before. It was then 
called the Mint of Briſtol, becauſe the great coinage of money, in 
- King William's time, was carried on therein as well as at other places 


in the kingdom; and in that year this Mint ceaſed to work. An ack 


of Parliament paſſed in the ſeſſion of the former year, for erecting 
work houſes, in order to employ the parochial poor, and for levy ing 
money rateably on all the pariſhes in Briſtol, for the relief of the poor 
of that city. All the houſes within its liberties were charged, accord - 
ing to their reſpective rents, alike in the pound for that purpoſe. Be- 
fore this act was paſſed, each of the pariſhes, ſeparately, took care of 
it's own poor. The ſum raiſed on the whole city the firlt year, upon 
this new eſtabliſhment, was two thouſand and five hundred pounds. 


Ihe following accounts of St. Peter's Hoſpital are abſtracts of thoſe _ 
that are publiſhed yearly by the proper authority. They bear eyident

THE alms-houſe in the norch-weſt end of Stipeſtall, on St. Mi- 
chael's-hill, called Foſter's Alms-houſe, was founded in 1482 by John 
Foſter, who the year before that was Mayor of Briſtol, It has four- 
teen apartments; ſeven for men, and ſeven for women. Each of the 
_ + alms-folks has two ſhillings and fix-pence a week; and the elder bro- 
ther is paid two ſhillings a month extraordinary, for ringing the chapel 
bell, and for taking care to ſee that the rules of the houſe are obſerved. 
In the Chriſtmas-week they ſeverally receive five ſhillings for that 
- week's pay. At Eaſter five ſhillings are divided among them jointly. 
. On Good Friday the Chamberlain ſends fifteen-pence to buy them a 
Cake a- piece, and the perſon who fetches that money, has one penny 
out of it for ſo doing. At Michaelmas they have a horſe- load of coal 
a- piece. Between Eaſter and Whitſuntide, each of them has four 
yards of dowlas, and with that linen cloth, the ſeven men have ſeven- 
pence a- piece given them, to pay for having i it made into ſhirts; and 
the ſeven women receive fix-pence each to get theirs made into ſhifes. |

THIS ſchool was originally inſtituted for twenty-four girls of dem- 
ple pariſh, in order to teach them to read and to ſew. The miſtreſs

had three pounds a year, and a houſe rent-free. But that plan having 


been found not to anſwer the deſired end, another is now adopted, viz. 

a miſtreſs is employed to teach them to ſpin. hemp for the ſail- cloth 
and ſack makers. She has one penny out of every. ſhilling earned by 
the gitis, and they have the remainder to carry home to their friends. 
Their gain is from eight - pence to twenty-pence a week each. They 
ate not bound to continue on the lift for any limited time. Such of 
them as come in at the age of eight or nine, and remain ſcholars until 
that of twelve, have a ſpinning-wheel and reel given them when they 


leave the ſchool; and thoſe who, when they firſt come in, are of tlie 


age of ten, or eleven, or twelve, have a wheel and a reel, provided 
they attend the ſchool two years. The children are likewiſe taught to 


read, and are inſtructed in the church catechiſm. Thoſe of Temple pa- 

riſh are preferred, but the girls of any other may be taken in. This 

ſchool is under the care of the church-wardens of Temple pariſn.

In 1740 John Jayne, of Temple pariſh, mariner, gave one hundred 
And forty pounds; and the intereſt of that ſum is to be applied toward 
the education and cloathing of the poor charity- girls of that pariſh, for 
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UNDER the Weavers hall are ſour apartments for ſo many women. 
They are the widows either of che maſters or of the wardens of the 
wea vers“ company. Each of them receives twelve ſhillings. and ſix- 
pence on the 18th of February, and the like ſum on the 18th of Auguſt, 
being rhe intereſt of one hundred pounds, bequeathed for that purpoſe 
by Abraham Sperring, who dwelled in Tucker-ſtreet.

_ FORTY boys are here new cloathed every year; taught to read, 
write and cypher, and alſo inſtructed in the church catechiſm, as it is 
now eſtabliſhed by law. The boys of Temple pariſſi have the prefer- _ 
enee, hut if the full number be not made up of ſuch, then St. Thomas“ 
_ pariſh boys ſupply the deficiency. Their parents muſt be members of 
the church of England. The boys are admitted at the age of feven, 
and diſmiſſed at that of fourteen, The maſter's ſalary for teaching 
them is thirty pounds a year; and his pay for cloathing and providing 
books, &c. for them, is fifty pounds yearly. This charity-ſchool was' 
erected and endowed' by Edward Colfton, Eſq; native of Temple pa- 
riſh, in the year 1711. In the preſent deed of feoffment, ſixteen truſ. 
tees were named, of which number only four are now [1772] living, 
viz. William Eagles, packer, treaſurer; Thomas Smith; hoſier; Wm. 
Black moor, Gent. and Hubert Huſſey, hooper. As often as the nuum- 
bet of truſtees is by death reduced to three, a new deed is made, and 
the names of twelve or more perſons, including thoſe three, are inſert- 
ed therein. By the inſtitution of the founder, eight nominees, viz." 
four clergymen and four laymen, inſpe& the yearly accounts of this 
charity; and at every annual meeting, on that occaſion, a treaſurer is 
Choſen. A deed of appointment is likewiſe renewed by the nominees,

Only ſuch as are members of 
the eſtabliſhed church, and of the age of lixty and upward, are admit 
ted here. Thomas Stevens, who founded the hoſpital that goes like- 
wiſe by his name in the Old- mari in 1686, was alſo the founder of 
this; and both theſe charities are under the care of the ſame truſtees. 
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"THOMAS WHITE, D. D. founded this hoſpital i in 1613, for * 
men and ſix women; each of whom has a ſeparate apartment, and re- 
ceives three ſhillings a week. At Chriſtmas they are paid ſixteen ſhil- 2 

- . Hogs 4 each, to purchaſe coal and candles. Two ſhirts or two ſhifis;
